The embarkation of thefe men, 
while it fhews a determination on the part of France to re- 
tain St. Domingo, implies that the Regular troops are not 
very willing to go upon the fervice, or that the Govern- 
ment doesnot wih to throw them away on fuch an enter- 
prize, 

Private accounts from Paris Mate, that the FirQ Conful
